cessful engagements. The Timok Di¬ 
vision, under General Lesbjanin, had a 
severe encounter with the enemy on 
the 15th inst. before Kula. Among 
the Bulgarians were many volunteers. 
The engagement ended in the defeat of 
the Bulgarian troops, many of whom 
were taken prisoners. The Servians 
lost a considerable number in killed and 
wounded, among the former being a 
Servian officer named Pesinaz. The 
General on his way from Kula to Wid 
din, while proceeding along tho river was 
attacked on both sides by the Bulgarian 
troops coming from Widdiu. After 
long and desperate fight the latter were 
totally defeated, and in their retreat 
ompletely scattered by the Servians 
Their arms, and all other war material 
foL. into the hands of the victors. A 
thousand prisoners wore taken, toge¬ 
ther with two guns, a number of rifles, 
and other arms. The loss on both 
sides in killed and wounded was con¬ 
siderable. Among the Bulgarian pri 
soners were three officers, one of whom 
is a captain of the first class, who was 
in command. 

The headquarters of the Servian 
troops wore transferred from Pirot to 
Tzaribrod on the 18th inst. The first 
convoy of wounded, ns well as sixty 
prisoners, arrived at Pirot yesterday, 
and to-day 1,000 prisoners will be taken 
there. The Servian troops are animat¬ 
ed with the greatest enthusiasm, and 
their behaviour has been exceptionally 
cool, even when under a hot cross-fire 
The gallantry of the Bulgarian troops 
is also acknowledged, especially that 
of the regulars. Wherever the Ser

It is an old-estabhshed theory that 
many men pass through life without 


their neighbours knowing what is m 
them, but we go further and assert that 
many there are who live and die with¬ 
out actually knowing what is in them¬ 
selves,^ and this not from laziness or 
stupidity, but simply for lack of the 
supreme occasion to stir their natures 
and wake up latent talent, like the 
wood that grows precious in burning, 
whose lovely perfume can only be ex¬ 
tracted by the hottest flame. The pre¬ 
sent is a case in point.

Perfect] order 
prevails throughout the province. The 
Yionna correspondent of the Daily Te¬ 
legraph says: -“The overwhelming nu¬ 
merical superiority of the Servians has 
evidently demoralized the Bulgarians. 
The latter took tho field with 35,000 
men and eighty guns, while Servia 
disposes of three timos as many troops 
and about 400 guns. Against such 
odds the Bulgarians never had the 
remotest chance.” 

In view of the Bulgarian defeats 
and the rapid Servian advance, the con 
ditions of peace are already being dis 
cussed in Vienna. Telegrams received 
there from Somlin state that the Ser 
a vians consider the possession of Sophia 
as a guarantee that Bulgaria will grant 
all their claims. Tirn, Bresnik, and 
Widdin are supposed to be price of 
peace, and of Servia’s sanction of the 
Bulgarian union. The Belgrade cor¬ 
respondent of the Times gives the fol¬ 
lowing account of the situation as it is 
regarded there:— 

If, as now appears probable, the 
Serbs make their entrance into Sophia, 
the war will be at an end, for no inten¬ 
tion exists of pushing it beyond the line 
of the laker. The territorial question 
arising out of the war concerns only 
Turkey, Servia, and Bulgaria; and if 
these three States are left undisturbed 
to settle their own business they will 
easily arrive at an understanding. The 
storm will have blown over, a confede¬ 
ration would follow, which Greece 
would naturally join, and a situation 
with considerable capabilities of paci¬ 
fic durability would be created in the 
Balkan Peninsula. But Russian sus¬ 
ceptibilities cannot be left out of the rec¬ 
koning, and must be regarded as a 
menacing element, complicating the 
situation. Here Russian intervention 
is hourly expected, and with no little 
misgiving, as likely to thwart Servian 
territorial aspirations. But, whatever 
the territorial adjustment may be, the 
military success will have calmed the 
national mind and relieved that tension 
which might easily have become embar 
rapsing to the Government. Now, say 
the Serbs, there may be loss through 
Russian interference, but there can be 
no dishonour. For the first time in six 
centuries of our history we have fought 
on terms of equality. Heretofore all 
our struggles have boon against forces 
of overwhelming superiority. If the 
campaign end quickly, fwhich is what 
Servia especially desires, it may be 
foreseen that a strong reaction will set 
in, tending to revive that natural sym¬ 
pathy between Serb and Bulgar which 
a Russian intrigue has been at infinite 
pains to uproot. It may not be gener¬ 
ally known that one of the main ob¬ 
jects of the teaching in the Russo- 
Bulgarian College at Nicolaieff is to 
educate the risingBulgarian generation 
in hatred of the Serb. 

Telegrams received in Berlin last 
evening from Vienna and Constanti¬ 
nople state that as soon as the Servians 
have taken Sofia the Powers will in¬ 
terpose and bring about an armistice, 
to allow time for mediation.

Tho gold market ruled tolerably firm to-day, 
and from the general appearanco of the mar¬ 
ket we should say that gold has been oversold 
is being bought back, and will soon again be 
on its own level. 

The first news on ’Change was from London 
announcing that 12th January is tho day fixed 
for the launching of tho Argentine loan. This 
corresponds with our previous advices, namely, 
that at tho end of tho year, it is not usual in 
tho London market to bring out a now loan. 

Gold opened at 141.3o and closed at 14l.6o, 
sales cash llo,4oo For Saturday 181,000 
starting at 141.4o, rising to 141.6o and closing 
at l4l.4o. Fortheendof the month 353000 
sold, opening at l4l.3o, rising to l4l.6o and 
closing at l4l.4o. For January 31st 26o,ooo 
opening at l4l.3o, rising to l4l.5o and closing 
atl4l.3o. For February 28, sales 4o,ooo at 
I4l.6o. Total sales 958,4oo. 

The full news about the launching of the 
loan was given in the Diario Messrs Baring 
Bros and J S Morgan & Co. launch it in Lon¬ 
don and comtemporaneously it will be offered 
in Paris by the Banque de Paris et Puys Bas, 
and the Comptoir d’Escompte ; the subscrip¬ 
tion lists will be opened on I2th and ckmed on 
loth January. 

The Provincial Bank opened its list to day 
for exchange for mail of 20th; the rates are— 
On Paris — 3.53 
Italy — 3.54 
London—33 J. 

The National Bank draws at the same rates. 

Notwithstanding this notice, which was 
known to everyone on’Change, some of the 
principal exchange brokers report takers of 
exchange on Paris at 6 fs.fgold which does not 
correspond with the bank rates. 

Cedulas loos, very blue and Series G has 
dropped to 80, which lias astonished many of 
the holders, but this fall in the stock is only 
attributable to the tightness of money, w ich 
for the moment affects all stocks, and it is 
probable that this stringency will hold until 
after the elections in February, when the great 
Presidential question will be decided by the 
election of the new deputies. To-morrow, 
they say, the great coalition meeting of the 
three candidates, Rocha, Irigoyen and Gorosti- 
aga, will take place, and it is surmised that 
perhaps a coalition candidate will then be put 
forward, but the impression is gaining ground 
in the market that Juarez Celman will be the 
future President, spite of any opposition that 
is made, owing to the groat majority which 
he holds in the Interior and Upper Provinces. 
That the Presidential question affects the 
money market none can for a moment doubt. 
It will be decided on the first Sunday in Fe¬ 
bruary, and then it is thought money will rule 
easier. 

Nat. Bank shares although considered the 
very best buying in the market, rule weak, 
owing to the tightness of money, but at pre¬ 
sent prices they look a capital investment, as 
in March they will pay 8 per cent for the 
closing half-year of 1886, and in 1886, they 
will pay 20 p. cent dividend in \ dividends at 
the rate of 1 per cent a month and the ba¬ 
lance at the end of the year. If money wero 
easier the shares would not be had at their 
present low prices. The certificates are also 
very weak and few buyers. 

Series A, an 8 per cent, stock and the first 
series issued, was sold to-day at 98, and more 
offering. 

In Old Gas Shares a large lot sold at 2ooo, 
and more offering. 

Mr Frank Vincent, a distinguished American 
traveller who is at present on a visit to the 
Plate, was welcomed on his return from Para¬ 
guay and Misiones. He went over much of 
Paraguay, thence to Posadas, thence to Santo 
Tome, and then came down the river and 
visited Concordia and Fray Bentos. Mr Vin¬ 
cent is a graduate of Yale and the author of 
“ The Land of the White Elephant.” In six 
years he travelled 165,ooo miles. He was the 
first to make America acquainted with Cam¬ 
bodia (India), and he was decorated with gold 
medals by the Kings of Siam. Cambodia and 
Burmah. Nearly all the Geographical Socie¬ 
ties of Europe have made him honorary mem¬ 
ber. Mr Vincent is indeed a bom traveller, 
and we look forward with deep interest to his 
new book on the River Plate. 

Some sovereigns were bought to-day for the 
saladeros up the river at £ prem. 

The sale of a cargo of salted hides and 
tallow in the Uruguay is reported, prices re¬ 
served. 

The private sale of one of Mr. Yeoman’s 
splendid Hereford bulls, is also reported. 

Exchange on London passed to-day at47£- 
£, and on Paris 5.01, and on Antwerp 6.03. 

To-night a grand dinner is given to H E. 
Dr. Galvez, of Santa Fe, previous to his re¬ 
turn to his province. Railways, colonies and 
new estancias in Santa Fe owe much to the 
efforts of this go- ahead Minister.

Advices from Rosario report the Leda, of 
the Platense, aground near the port. Her 
cargo and passengers were placed in a very 
critical position until the arrival of the sister- 
ship Tridente. 

We have received further particulars re¬ 
specting the derrumbo of the S. Nicolas Mole, 
which was almost completed. About 80 yards 
gave way. The breadth of the mole at the 
spot was 20 yards., By a providential occur¬ 
rence the families on board tho Proveedor es¬ 
caped an almost certaiu death. The Captain, 
about ten minutes before the catastrophe took 
place, ordered the moorings to be loosened and 
the steamer made for the middle of the river. 
Nevertheless the sudden rising and agitation 
of the waters inflicted some injuries on the hull. 

The inhabitants of Rosario will soon have 
occasion to appreciate the advantages of gas. 
The company state that the pipes and materials 
will all be laid in the first months of the in¬ 
coming year. 

The freezing establishment, recently erected 
in Rosario, is now in good order. 

The tramway, in the same city, has been 
prolonged to the B. Ayres and Pacific Rail¬ 
way station. The company are, we hear, most 
conscientious, and passengers can travel from 
one end of the city to the other for five cents. 

The special committee of the Centro In¬ 
dustrial Argentino met last night to consider 
the project presented by four of its members 
for the organization of a National Exhibition, 
with a view to exhibit and classify the articles 
of home manufacture, and principal staples of 
export, which aire to be sent to the Paris Uni¬ 
versal Exhibition for 1889. After a “canje 
de ideas”, on general topics, it was decided to 
publish the project in question and convene 
another meeting for the 29th, for the purpose 
of discussing and finally sanctioning the pro¬ 
ject. Tho Committee is organized as follows : 
Chairman, M Meliton Panslo ; Vice, Engineer 
William White; Secretary, Thomas Santa 
Coloma ; Pro-Secretary, J Gomez. 

At the Land Office a note has been received 
from the Engineers’ Department, with the 
copy of a project for the construction of a 
“barrera” in Avenida Sarmieto to facilitate the 
passago of trains. The success of the project 
would protect tho public from the great 
danger daily incurred by tho tramways in 
the Calle Rivadavia, near that incense-breath • 
ing quarter occupied by the “basura” yard. 

Messrs Nunez Arguello & Co. have presented 
themselves before the Provincial Government 
soliciting the transfer of their tramway con • 
cetsion in favor of Mr Passccot. The conces¬ 
sion in question was granted in 1883 and em¬ 
braces a lino fron Almagro to Flores and Bel- 
grauo, thence through Saavedra, San Isidro, 
and San Fernando. The concession is a vary 
valuable one, and wo wonder at tho hurry to 
throw it up.
